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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because: 

a.) The "0=2" of the first three taps of delay network 520 should be rewritten above the 
lines for clarity. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a.) Second paragraph on page 6 reads, "The data from unit 13.- -and to multiplexer 27 
via delay 24...". Fig. 1 does not support this statement. 

b ) Line 22, on page 6 reads, "by the converter of Figure 1". Fig. 1 does not show a 
converter; only a "sample rate converter input". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The present invention a digital filtering system method. Independent claims, 1, 14, 18 and 19 

disclose this method, which comprises producing a filtered output by computing a 

weighted product summation of delayed sample data outputs and coefficient weighting matrix. 

The closet prior art (Wang) shows a similar method. However, the prior art fails to disclose 
producing a filtered output by computing a weighted product summation of sample data outputs 
and coefficient weighting matrix.
